The  Angkor  Dance  Troupe  addresses  a critical  need  in  Lowell  for  programs  that  provide  services 
to  Cambodian-American  youth.  It  is  well-documented  nationally  that  meaningful  arts  experiences 
can  be  a powerful  tool  in  helping  young  people  make  sense  of  the  challenges  they  face.  The 
Troupe  and  others  in  Lowell  have  amassed  a growing  body  of  evidence  that  in-depth  exposure  to 
traditional  culture  significantly  helps  the  emotional  adjustment  of  Cambodian-American  youth. 

The  Troupe  helps  young  people  make  constructive  choices  in  their  lives  by  immersing  them  in  the  rich 
cultural  heritage  from  which  they  come.  Over  the  years,  we  have  witnessed  firsthand  the  value  of 
cultural-based  arts  programming  for  youth.  We  have  had  several  apprentices,  for  example,  who 
were  involved  in  gang  activities  when  they  joined  the  Troupe  and  who  have  since  left  their  street 
life  behind  and  are  making  remarkable  progress  in  their  academic  and  personal  lives. 

The  Angkor  Dance  Troupe  provides  young  people  with  alternatives  to  violence  and  other 
destructive  behavior  and  gives  them  opportunities  to  develop  the  skills  necessary  to  make 
positive,  productive  choices  in  their  lives.  In  1998,  the  Troupe  launched  "Angkor  Youth  Dance," 
a very  successful  after-school  and  summer  program  for  at-risk  youth  with  support  from  the 
Massachusetts  Cultural  Council,  City  of  Lowell  Community  Development  Block  Grant  program, 

G.L.  Community  Foundation,  Lowell  Police  Department,  Lowell  Community  Schools,  and  several 
community  agencies.  In  1999,  the  Angkor  Dance  Troupe  received  the  prestigious  Coming  Up  Taller 
award  from  the  President's  Committee  on  the  Arts  and  the  Humanities  and  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts.  The  awards  were  presented  to  a select  group  of  ten  organizations  from  across 
the  nation  to  honor  exemplary  arts  programs  serving  at-risk  youth. 

"The  Friends  of  the  Angkor  Dance  Troupe"  was  formed  to  raise  community  and  individual 
support  for  our  youth  programming  and  to  help  us  meet  a 50%  match  required  for  a substantial 
state  grant  we  receive  each  year.
